The hearing- was resumed at 2 p. m., 
ith the court room crowded to the 


doors 
Miss Lillis, who was employed 


>y Judge Rieks to make the record in 
the Birdsall cases was called to the 
witness chair and examined by Mr. 
Bailey. She testified that she had 
signed a voucher for ^300 for work 
done by herself in making the records 
of the Birdsall cases, when as a mat- 
ter of fact she had received but $l*>3 
for the work. She was paid $30 per 
month by Judge Ricks, and the work 
on the Birdsall cases occupied about 
five months. This was just after Judge 
Ricks had been elevated to the hench, 
and after the time he was allowed by 
law to collect fees as clerk. Attorney 
Virgil P, Kline, for the defense, tried 
to rattle the witness, but was not suc- 
cessful. 


"Judge Ricks, you may take the wit- 


ness chair," said Mr. Bailey 
''Will 


you please state to me your under- 
standing of the law regulating your 
compensation as clerk " 


"The law authorizes the retention 


by the clerk of $3,500 per year and 
office expenses, the balance of the fees 
collected going to the government," 
answered Rieks. 


"In case the fees collected fall short 


of 13,500, can the clerk collect the de- 
ficiency from the government?" 


"Re can not." 
"Under what theory. Judge Ricks," 


asked Mr. Bailey, weighing every word 
and looking at the witness sternly, 
'could a man earn a fee as clerk after 
lie has been made judge?" 


The question had more the form of a 


direct accusation thj,n a query, as it 
embodied the exact charge against 
Ricks. 


Ricks answered, in a voice that was 


scarcely audible, that a judge could 
only collect fees that he had earned as 
a clerk 


"But," interrupted Bailey, "here we 


have a case where a fee was earned or 
collected while you were clerk. The 
testimony that has been submitted to 
the committee that the records for 
whieh you received fees in these various 
cases, were made after you became 
udge" 
\ 


"I simply charged myself with fees 


while 
clerk, 
which I collected as 


udge," said Ricks. 


"How could vou charge yourself 


with fees not earned?" 


"I could charge myself with fees 


iarned but not collected,'1 persisted 
licks. 


"Yes; but here you are in the anom- 


ilous position of collecting as judge 
!ees jou had not earned as clerk. The 
Ohio statutes aie very clear as to the 
clerk's fees in these cases. They state 
hat no fees may be chaiged for final 
record until the work is actually pei- 
ormed " 


"It is the custom to collect fees in 
uch cases after leaving the office," 
aid Ricks, "and I thought it was 
ight" 


'Custom makes law, your honor," 


uggested Judge Burke. 


"Not when the custom is contrary to 
he statutes," retorted Bailey, sharply.

OKIdDf OP THAHKSGrVIHG. 


The date of the first observance of 


this distinctively American institution 
has been a matter of some dispute. A 
writer has been to some trouble to ascer- 
tain the facts and states them as fol- 
lows: 


The first observance of a day of 


thanksgiving, formally recommended by 
the civil authorities, occurred in Ley- 
den, Holland, October 2, 1575, it being 
the first anniversary of the deliverance 
of that city from siege. 
In July, 1623, a day of fasting and 


prayer was appointed on account of 
drought. Rain came abundantly while 
they were praying, and the governor ap- 
pointed a day of thanksgiving which 
was observed with religious exercises. 
The Charlostown records show a similar 
change of fast day into Thanksgiving in 
1631, on account of the arrival of sup- 
plies from Ireland. 
Dr. Franklin tells us that in a time of 
great despondency among the settlers of 
New England it was proposed in one of 
their public meetings to proclaim a fast. 
An aged farmer rose and spoke of their 
provoking heaven with their complaints, 
and of the cause tney had for thanks- 
giving. He then made a motion that in- 
stead of appointing a day of fasting, 
they should appoint a day of thanksgiv 
ing. 
The assembly readily agreed. 
Massachusetts Bay was the first of 


the colonies to appoint an annual, 
thanksgiving by the proclamation of the 
English governor. During the revolu- 
tion Thanksgiving day was a national 
institution, being 
annually 
recom- 


mended by congress, but after the gen- 
eral Thanksgiving for peace in 1781 
there was DO national appointment un- 
til 1789, when Washington, by request 
of congress, recommended a day of 
Thanksgiving for the adoption of the 
constitution. Washington issued a sec- 
ond proclamation of Thanksgiving in 
1795 on account of the suppression of 
insurrection. President 
Madison, by 


the request of congress, recommended 
a Thanksgiving for peace in 1815. 
But 


the official recommendation of a dav for 
the givingof thanks was mainly confined 
to New ^England until the year 1817, 
after which date it was regularly ap- 
pointed by the governor of New York. 
In 1855 Gov. Johnson, of Virginia, rec- 
ommended a day of thanksgiving; but 
m 1857 Gov. Wise, when requested to do 
so, publicly declined, on the ground that 
he was not authorized to interfere in re- 
ligious matters. During the civil war, in 
1363 and 1861, President Lincoln issued 
proclamations recommending annual 
Thanksgingp. Since then a proclama- 
tion has been issued annually by the 
President as well as by the governors 
of the states and the mayors of the 
principal cities. Custom fixes the time 
as the last Thursday in November. 


It is well for us to pause a little in the 


mad whirl of business or work or pleas- 
ure, and think of the blessings which 
have crowned the year, and lift up our 
hearts in special thanksgiving. 


Thanksgiving Night. 


What promises to be the greatest 


attempt in the era of realism will be

More Naval Ships. 


IID BSIKFORCKS HIS SUGGESTION 


With Argument* Hard to An*w« by 


the {.creecher* for Economy and 


Emmie* of Our Gallant Little 


Navy—China a* an Example. 


WASEIHOTOJ, Nov. 88.—The secre- 


tary of the navy 'tm hi* annual report 
to the president recommend* that con- 
gress bo asked to authorize the oon- 
•trnctic n of three battleships of about 
10,000 tons displacement each, to cost, 
exclusive of armament, not exceeding 
91,000,000 each, and twelve torpedo 
boat* o! from 100 to 300 ton* each, at 
the discretion of the secretary of the 
navy, to eo*t not exceeding an average 
of 9170.000, or a total expenditure for 
naval increase of $14,040,000. 


The argument in favor of this in- 


crease is vigorous and succinct. The 
United State* ha* an efficient fleet of 
cruisem and gunboata whleh, while 
useful, are not, properly speaking, 
fighting vessels. 
They can destroy 


merchant ships, says Secretary Her- 
bert. They can fight vessels of their 
own oless, bnt they cannot meet arm- 
ored vessels with any reasonable hope 
of success, and in time of war, scat- 
tered abroad over the high seas as they 
would l>e if we sent them against an 
enemy'i! commerce, they would leave 
cur unfortified coast with all its cities 
absolutely without reliance except 
upon four first-class and two second- 
class battleships, seven coast vessel* 
and two little torpedo boat*. These, 
if they were all concentrated would 
acarcely be able to create a diversion 
of an enemy'* fleet, and if scattered 
would not furnish a battleship or even 
a torpedo boat for the defense of each 
coast city. If we carried out such a 
programme during a war an enemy 
with a fleet of battleships could wreck 
cities while we are robbing schooners." 


The :naval estimates for the fiscal 


year ended June 30, 1S96, amount to 
•30,8.12,020, of which 18.350,399 is to 
make payment* upon work hitherto 
authorized in the construction of steam 
machinery, armor and armament of 
the new vessels now approaching com- 
pletion. This appropriation, which U 
to meet an indebtedness due before 
the end of the fiscal year, will be sub- 
stantially the last, for with the ex- 
penditure of 9750,000 in 1897, the exist- 
ing navy will be entirely paid for. 


The secretary alludes to Secretary 


Chandl ir's references to the wasteful- 
ness resulting from many different 
yards and from the methods pursued 
In them. What our navy needs, say* 
the secretary, i* more ships and guns, 
not more navy yards.

The 
sentence had not yet been carried Into 
execution yesterday morning when the 
elder Wayne1 appeared at the court- 
house and asked to see the judge. 
The latter was conferring in the priv- 
ate room with Lay Judges Hoffman 
and Henry, hot when Wayne made a 
Masonic sign, and asked for a private 
audience, the other judges left the 
room. Wayne then said to the judge: 
"I am a Mason, judge, and so are you. 
I want you to let up on my boy. If 
yon will suspend sentence on him it 
will be worth all the way from 81,000 
to (5,000." 


"Well," answered Judge Hndspeth, 


who wanted a witness to this state- 
ment, "I'll have to consult one of the 
other judges on this." 


He called in Judge Hoffman, and in 


his presence Wayne repeated the offer. 
Then Judge Hudspeth became so an- 
gry that he struck Wayne and imme- 
diately ordered his arrest.
